After reading the letter written by 
Mike Priseler (Cycle News, March 4) I 
felt prompted to respond to the queries 
raised with respect to land management 
and desert ecosystems. 

The Colorado and Mojave deserts 
have become the playground for 
literally millions of Southern California 
residents. Despite the immensity of the 
desert, improper management and 
irresponsible actions can do irreparable 
damage to this unique resource. How 
can this be if the desert is only 
composed of rocks, sand, and 
sandwashes as Mr. Priseler facetiously 
alluded to? 

We are all aware that the desert 
receives precious little rainfall, unlike 
most other natural habitats. Rain is the 
primary healing mechanism nature used 
to restore damaged areas of the 
landscape. When the desert “pavement” 
is disrupted the blemish left behind may 
take years to erase. 

Returning to the letter written by 
Mike Priseler, I believe motorcyclists, as 
concerned desert users, should 
cooperate with the BLM in their job of 
preparing impact studies. 

The desert lands need to be properly 
managed. E.g., ORV clubs, Sierra 
Clubbers, campers, et. al., should be 
restricted to areas of the desert in which 
their respective activities will not have 
adverse and longlasting effects on the 
environment. 

I urge motorcyclists to become 
involved with the BLM and to give some 
thought to the plants and animals that 
live in the desert next time they go 
riding.

Mass-media sportscribes were only 
too familiar with the league sports 
concept, but to the motorcycle press it 
is a new thing. *'Is this just another 
league,’’ the football and tennis 
reporters asked? “No, this will be like 
nothing you've ever seen before,” Mrs. 
Glayton stated, ‘‘this is 
dynamite-powered athletics for the 
industrial age.” Videotapes of Speedway 
racing were shown. It looks great on 
TV: 

Co-founder Jack Long, a principal of 
the World Hockey Association and 
International Track Association, spoke 
to the sports writers on their own level. 
He said there would be “‘a rider draft” 
within 30 days. He admitted the new 
league foresaw problems, that teams*‘can 
lose money. But,” Long maintained, 
“the $200,000 per team that the SML 
requires of its owners virtually guarantees 
completion of a season, and it would be 
difficult for them not to make some of 
it back.” 

League racing works this way: there 
are 12 seven-rider teams altogether, split 
into Western, Central and Eastern U.S. 
divisions of four teams each. Owners 
buy team franchises from the league and 
these team owners control the league. 
Each team contracts seven racers for the 
eight-week season at a guaranteed 
weekly salary, plus whatever prize 
money and points money the riders win 
in the eight or nine race season. The 
team riders have to agree not to race 
anything but league races during the 
contract season, however. 


Bast got “’blackball’”’ threats 

Racer Mike Bast, who attended the 
press conference with his brother Steve, 
the current U.S. speedway champion, 
obliged reporters by candidly answering 
their questions about how much money 
a speedway racer earns. A racer of the 
Basts’ caliber “can make $30 to 
$35,000 a year,” Mike said. He said he 
averaged $500 to $800 per week last 
year. “The maximum I can win in 
league racing is $2,000 per week,” he 
reckoned, but mentioned that half of 
the existing speedway promoters have 
threatened to blackball him from 
competing for their purses if he races 
with the ‘‘new-fangled Speedway 
Motorcycle League.” Long said 50% of 
the league's riders, all Americans, are 
signed up already. 

Steve Bast spoke up later. “I raced 
107 meets last year and won $17,000 in 
prize money plus another $9,000 in 
contingency and testimonials and 
stuff.” He said, “my team will pay me 
more than I've ever made. Maybe it'll be 
Seattle, if so, I'll go there and do my 
best for the team.” 

The Los Angeles SML team franchise 
belongs to Golden State Industries, 
headed by Jack Burk, listed in ‘“‘Who’s 
Who in financing.” The Orange County 
team owner is ex-Britisher Chris Pook, 
head of a travel agency and a 
second-generation speedway buff; the 
Seattle, Washington team is owned by 
Don Dorsey of Thunder Road, Inc. and 
several other prominent Washington 
businessmen, and the fourth team will 
be based in northern California and 
operated by the league in cooperation 
with Bob Barkhimer and Associates. 


One-ring circus 

Whether real team racing will go over 
with the American public or not is still 
unknown, but the Speedway 
Motorcycle League will soon be the first 
to find out the answer, and they are 
betting at least $800,000 that they are 
right. At one point, groping for a word, 
Sharon Clayton described speedway 
racing as ‘a circus. I hate to use the 
word,” she said, “but it is like a circus, 
when all the attention is riveted on the 
center ring. Speedway is One-ring 
circus,” she concluded. And everybody 
loves a circus, right?

| A true production works bike 
for experts only 


It’s hard to be critical of any bike 


which has built up 


a record like 


the new 1975 Husqvarna 250 CR. 
Kent Howerton devastated the 


1974 Trans-AMA Support Class 
Series on one. Heikki Mikkola won 
the 1974 500cc World 
Championship on a 360cc version 
which only differs from the 250 in the 
crankshaft, piston and cylinder, which 
were of course larger. This new breed of 
Husky has also built up the reputation 
of perhaps being the most reliable 
Grand Prix racer in existence, with Kent 
and Heikki owing much of the credit for 
their victories to bikes which never 
broke or missed a beat. In the 500 
World Championship, teammates Arne 
Kring and Brad Lackey also finished in 
the top ten points standings with the 
new machines. 

It is logical to assume now that the 
360 CR and the 250 CR have become 
production bikes, that the factory will 
be racing something newer for the 1975 
season. Husky, like other factories, has 





done this in the past, because how else 
can newer models be developed? But 
since these new magnesium engined, 
cantilevered framed bikes are such a 
radical departure from past design and 
have proven to be so successful, the 
factory riders will campaign production 
bikes during 1975. If any modifications 
are made at all, they will probably be in 
the form of detail refinements such as a 
more tucked in exhaust system and 
perhaps experimentation with 
pressurized front forks. 

Because Husky's factory team riders 
are presently cómpeting on production 
bikes, machines so totally stock that 
they don't even change rear shocks, 
fenders or hand grips, the new Grand 
Prix model CRs are probably the only 
true production works bikes available in 
motocross. Our test model 250 CR was 
loaned to us by Mike LaRoque, who is 
racing it in Florida events. 








Before getting into describing what 
it’s like to ride the new 250 CR, it 
would be best to discuss the various 
components and changes that make the 
1975 model a completely different bike 
from last year’s counterpart. 


Engine 

Having undergone development and 
testing in Grand Prix Huskys since the 
1972 season, the small case magnesium 
engine first saw production last year in 
the 1974 model 250 CR. Die pressure 
casting of lightweight magnesium was 
first pioneered by Husqvarna for their 
chain saw line, and it produces an item 
of exacting dimensions for lower cost 
then parts which are sand cast. The 
lightweight and compact engine 
featured a 5 speed close ratio gearbox, 8 
petal reed valve system, and a small 125 
Husky type clutch. 

While last year’s 250 Mag engine was 
the best powerplant in Husky’s lineup, 
this year’s version is even better and has 
enough detail improvements that it 
could be called a whole new engine. 
From the top on down, a radial head 
replaces the old square head to keep the 
engine running cooler, and a higher 
compression ratio aids starting the 
engine while also increasing low rpm 
torque. And yes, the radial head will fit 
1974 Mag engines. 

The cylinder retains the same porting, 
but the bridges at the intake port now

On the bottom end, even the main 
cases have received additional support 
where the cylinder mounts to the cases 
to prevent any problems there. The 
outer clutch cover is finned, and the 
shifter is located 2 inches higher on the 
CR engine because .the engine is 
positioned 2 inches lower in the 
cantilever frame. 

The most notable changes are hidden 
inside the Mag cases and make the new 
Husky as technically advanced as 
possible, The first is a new lightweight 
clutch which rides on a splined shaft 
and is held on with a circlip. The hub is 
now rubber dampened to increase drive 
train life. Screws, rather than nuts, hold 
down the pressure plate springs to 
insure equal tension and prevent the 
nuts from backing off. Equal pressure 
plate tension, combined with the new 
thrust roller bearing, allows the clutch, 
to be easily held in while the engine is in 
gear and running, without any sign of 
wanting to drag or overheat. 

The days of Huskys with long throw 
shifters that go clunk are over. The 
short outer shift lever is connected 
inside to a new detent shift mechanism 
that makes shifting the new 6 speed 
close ratio gearbox short and quick. The 
feel is similar to a Yamaha YZ or Honda 
Elsinore. The fact that the new engine 
shifts so easy is nice, because with the 6 
speed gearbox you really have to do a 
lot more shifting. The actual theory 
behind adding an extra gear to the 250 
isn’t because the powerband needs it, 
but to allow the rider a selection of 
different gears for different tracks 
without having to change the 
countershaft sprocket. 

Mike was running a tall 13 tooth 
countershaft sprocket on his bike and 
this should have done much to increase 
the wide range versatility of the 6 speed 
gearbox, but it didn’t. First gear at 
23.27:1 is much too low for starts even 
in deep sand, which leaves the remaining 
five gears, 2nd thru 6th, as the ones to 
use. Their range, 2nd-17.51, 3rd-13.94; 
4th-11.74, 5th9.90, and 6th-8.75, 
leaves a difference of 8.76 between the 
five usable gears. Last year’s 5 speed CR 
engine had a Ist gear of 18.2 and a 5th 
gear of 7.9, leaving a difference of 10.3. 
This means that this year's bike has its 5 
usable gears spread within a closer range 
than last year's 5 speed 250 CR. If you 
ran both bikes around the same track, 
you'd find yourself shifting much more 
often on the new bike. 

Whether the new 6 speed gearbox is 
good or bad depends on what kind of 
rider you are. If you're average, meaning 
good enough to win any Amateur race; 
you'd go faster on the 5 speed where 
you could put to good use the broad 
power range the engine puts out 
without having to work yourself to 
death. If you're an honest to goodness 
license carrying Pro you might be able 
to handle the 6 speed, putting to good 
use the closer ratio gears which allow 
the engine to rev faster and perform 
better at higher rpms. 

Added to the engine assembly package 
is one very noticable improvement: a 
new all magnesium, water tight airbox. 
It's tucked out of the way of the rider's 
leg, it breathes from under the seat, and 
it's easy to service. Inside is the best 
motocross filter available, a Twin Air. 

Ignition is provided by the quick 
reving Femsa CDI unit. This is the latest 
red wire unit, which is less prone to 
failure due to heat. 

The 36mm Bing carburetor comes 
jetted properly for most areas of the 
country and performs extremely well. 
Any problems encountered trying to 
start the bike were due to the kick 
starter system. which now turns the 
engine over less than ever due to the 
engine's lowered position in the new 
frame, which causes the kick lever to hit 
the foot peg sooner. 

Chassis 

At $1750 suggested list price, the 
new 250 CR Grand Prix isn't cheap, but 
then, what would you expect to pay for 
a 206 lb. works machines that is totally > 
race ready ? 

The chrome moly Grand Prix frame is | 
specially heat treated to withstand the |

suspension imposes. The engine mounts 
to the swingarm pivot to become an 
integal part of the frame and save 
weight. Shocks are gas charged Girlings. 
Nitrogen gas is pre-foamed into the 
shock's oil to prevent fade due to oil 
foaming while the shocks are working. 
The frame has heavier duty fork stops 
with rubber ends. The rear brake pedal 
is adjustable for position. The chain 
guide is now free floating. Plastic A.B.S. 
fenders are flexible rubber mounted. 
The seat is much lower now, and tapers 
smoothly up over the aluminum fuel 
tank which is just large enough to get 
you through a 45 minute moto. 

At the rear of the bike, a shoulderless 
Akront alloy rim lies nestled inside of a 
4.50 Trelleborg 4 ply motocross tire. Up 
front, there’s another shoulderless 
Akront rim inside another Trelleborg, 
but this rim is laced up to a larger 
diameter front brake than last year. The 
front brake weighs less though, as well 
as the one at the back, because both 
now have magnesium backing plates. 
Front forks have new, stronger lower 
castings and improved internal 
dampening. 

There are also a number -of rhinor 
detail improvements, among them being 
nylon lock nuts on the swingarm pivot 
axle, wiring for a kill button switch, 
nylon cables, and lever covers. 


Performance 


Sitting on the new 250 CR Grand 
Prix, the feeling and relationship of 
controls seems similar to last year’s MK 
series bike except for the seat. Due to 
the increased rear wheel travel, the back 
section of the cantilever frame puts the 
firmly padded seat up high. Gone is the 
old Husky ‘feel’ of sitting inside of, 
and feeling a part of the bike. 

We did our testing of the Husky at 
Orlando Sports Stadium, which has 
been used yearly for the Trans-AMA 
and Winter-AMA Series events. The 
course hadn’t been touched since last 
fall’s Trans-AMA race, so the normally 
demanding sand track was in its 
toughest shape ever, with sand 
whoop-de-dos approaching proportions 
of 3 feet high and 3 feet apart out on 
the back section of the track. 

Even with the 4.50 rear Trelleborg 
tire, the 250 CR would spin the back 
wheel effortlessly when accelerated off 
the line in 2nd gear, with no slipping of 
the clutch required to keep the engine 
from bogging. By the time the bike was 
half way down the front straight it 
wanted to be in 5th gear because it revs 
up fast, and each up shift of the short 
travel lever seemed to still leave the 
engine screaming for a higher gear. The 
bike is definitely fast because the 6 
speed Close Ratio gearbox won't let the 
engine get anywhere near falling off of 
peak power. Even though it puts out no 
more horsepower than last year's 
engine, in the hands of an experienced 
rider who can use the gearbox properly, 
this year's 6 speed CR is faster. 

In the handling department, the new 
front forks dampen beautifully. At the 
rear though, the cantilever suspension 
behaves quite differently from 
convential swing arm systems. In order 
to ride the Grand Prix replica, and have 








the rear suspension work at all, you're 
going to have to learn very quickly to 
ride like a Grand Prix rider. If you 
don't, you'll end up on your head in no 
time at all. With the standard 125 Jb. 
springs, the bike requires that the 
throttle be full on, forcing the rear 
suspension into the ground as it tackles 
a rough section. Combined with full 
throttle, you lean way back, pushing 
yourself away from the handlebars, and 
your feet forward into the pegs. That 
extra long seat comes in handy about 
now. If you shut the throttle off, or 
don't lean back, the rear of the bike will 
start to pogo wildly and probably come 
around sideways on you if the track is 
rough. If you don't ride the GP Husky 
fast, then the suspension won't work 
properly. 

The Orlando Sports Stadium track has 
some pretty mean jumps, but even on 
some of the smaller ones, the rear 
suspension would sometimes bottom 
out with a hard ‘“‘clank.” Husqvarna of 
Sweden had a difficult time getting 
springs for the new Girling shocks, and 
perhaps the standard springs that the GP 
Husky comes with could be improved. 
It seems at a straight wind of 125 lbs., 
they're too stiff for bumpy entrances 
into a turn when the throttle is off, yet 
too soft for medium jumps. Perhaps a 
progressive spring in the 115/135 lb. 
range would solve the only real 
complaint we have with the bike. 

Even turning the GP Husky requires a 
good amount of skill. It's so light, with 
such a low center of gravity, that it 
reacts quickly to any imput the rider 
feeds it. The steering is also quick, and 
it’s easy to find yourself turning it too 
sharp for a turn, especially when your 
using a berm to help you change 
direction. 

The brakes are just another area in 
which the GP Husky excels. Both front 
and rear units are smooth in operation, 
extremely progressive and easy to feel. 
The larger conical front brake requires 
only one finger operation to lock it up 
if needed. 

Now you're probably expecting us to 
sum up this test by saying the 250 CR 
Grand Prix Husky is the best motocross 
bike we've ever tested, but we won't. 
Any conclusions will have to be made 
by yourself. We will remind you that 
out of the crate, stock, the 250 and 360 
CRs are the only true production Grand 
Prix bikes in the world. Also, if winning 
Trans-AMA and World Championships 
mean anything, then they're the best 
bikes. But remember, a bike like the 
250 CR Grand Prix is an expert's bike 
only, and it makes no compromises on

hour’s grace at a tenth of a point 
penalty per minute. 

For the 100 starters, it seemed simple 
on the surface—36 miles in five hours? 
No sweat. It wasn’t until just past the 
halfway point of the first loop that it 
really hit you. This was no 
garden-variety trail. Picture, if you will, 
a good, challenging Novice/Amateur 
section—one that has mud, water, all 
varieties of rocks and soil, some wet, 
some dry, several three and four foot 
rock steps, lots of loose-traction 
sidehilling, and a pucker-power downhill 
or two. Neat section, huh? With the 
exception of a couple miles of fast 
firebreak, the loop was a tough section 
that went on for the whole 18 miles. 

Strung along it were 20 sections, 
ridden by all classes (with, at some, a 
particularly difficult entry or exit for 
Experts only). To a Novice, some of the 
traps were a shade easier than the loop. 
The trick was not to arrive at a section 
so exhausted from the loop that you 
fived the trap out of sheer fatigue. 





Most of the sections had names, like 
“Boyd’s Pile”; “Bo’s Hole”, “Slip n 
Trip” and “Gh, No”. Pretty 
self-explanatory, most of them. “Slip ’n 
Trip”, trap seven, was a staircase climb 
up slanted wet rocks, frightening in 
appearance, but with a deceptively easy 
line up it if you kept momentum up and 
charged the worst parts of it. 


Home after the first loop; it’s 1:30 
already, barely time to wolf down a 
sandwich and check the bike before 
going out again. There’s less than an 
hour and a half, plus the hour's grace, to 
finish the second loop. This time you 
know more of what to expect, other 
riders have smoothed the way in spots, 
and cut it up badly in others. Still, it 
goes more quickly and the traps seem 
easier, even though by this time your 
every muscle aches. 


It's a pity there's no time to notice 
the scenery, which is spectacular in 
spots, like the view across a bumed-off 
area of a giant undercut, head-shaped

rock, realizing those little dots at the 
base of it are people at a section. Or the 
rolling vistas of hills green with fresh 
moisture that can be seen before you 
drop into a long and increasingly steep 
descent of almost 800 feet. Much of it is 
solitary beauty, as the riders are started 
one a minute and meet each other 
seldom except at sections. 

At the end of the first day, Bernie 
Schreiber and Marland Whaley lead the 
Experts. Steve Darrow down from the 
Bay Area, is bummed at his 
performance, and Don Sweet (Yam) 
with his bike striped out in factory 
colors, is still hanging in, tuning for the 
national rounds. Bob Nickelsen, lying 
about eighth on Saturday, will tell 
people he considers this run better than 
any of the national rounds. Nearly 
everybody has late points against his 
score, and some have to bypass sections 
to get in under the hour's grace. 
Exhaustion time. 


Second day 


It begins with rain and occasional hail 
beating on the roof of the van. Outside, 
cold, wet, miserable people were 
beginning to stir. Tom Burman comes 
down from checking the loop and says, 
“You guys are going to love it, today. 
There's already two inches of snow at 
the top of the mountain.” Sunday's 
loop would go all the way to the fire 
lookout at 5000 feet. Later in the day, 
with six inches of snow accumulated in 











the shady spots, skies would clear 
briefly and reveal the world below, 
sparkling clear in spots with other places 
shrouded in drifting mist. At the 5000 
foot level, Don Sweet tumed in the 
day 's best ride, with a clean and a two 
in traps 17/18, mostly “ribbon rock” 
with patches of snow. 

For CN’s reporter, the day ended 
abruptly in section two with a broken 
arm. Many thanks to the paramedic and 
to all the people who helped, retrieving 
the bike and loading the van for the trip 
out. 

The rest of the riders, though faced 
with radical temperature changes and 
combinations of mist, rain, hail and 
snow, found Sunday’s 22-mile loop 
faster, with more open ridge running 
and less strength-taxing gully climbs. 
Nearly everybody finished on time. 


Sidelights 


On Saturday’s loop, riders passed a 
keg party by one of the streams that 
just kept growing until it seemed every 
frat rat in Southern California was 
there. They set out a huge quad stereo 
system and soon it was wall-to-wall 
music, with co-eds cavorting about, 
quite a distraction for a poor tired trials 
rider. 

A starter both days, and apparently a 
finisher with a respectable Novice score 
was “The Speedway Machine”, Mike

He beat Mark Adent by 70 
points which was precisely the amount 
Adent lost in penalty points because of 
a noisy, réluctant-to-start engine. 
Cranke did not have any better luck 
team-wise this year. Teamed with Tom 
and Jack Penton, he was anybodys

odds-on favorite to be on the winning 
team, but Jack Penton crashed on the 
first day and injured himself (just as he 
did last year, incidentally). Even though 
both Tom Penton and Carl won their 
classes, the team finished far down the 
list. Jack was not very seriously injured 
(nothing broken) but his hand was 
swollen so badly it looked like he had 
tried to go 10 rounds against a cement 
wall. He did an endo at not very high 
speed and was unable to get away from 
the bike, which landed on top of him. 

The contest for the Trade Team 
Trophy was much closer than the points 
The Husqvarna team of 
Malcolm Smith, Bob Balentine (who 
won the 250 class) and Ben Bower 
could easily have won if either of two 
circumstances had been slightly 
different. Their score was high (which is 
bad) because Bower’s bike refused to 
start within the allotted time both days 
and in fact took 18 minutes to start the 
first day. Bower’s bike is a reed-valve 
Husky which apparently can’t get

enough fuel charge to start on cold 
mornings, through the normal starting 
procedures. Bower had received the 
engine only days before from National 
Enduro Champion Dick Burleson, and 
had not had the time to get it 
thoroughly set up. He’s going to put a 
choke on it for the next trial. 

The Special Tests, which are sections 
several miles long in which the riders go 
as fast as possible, furnished the second 
set of circumstances under which the 
results might have changed. In the first 
Special Test (on Sunday) there was a 
drop-off of about 10 feet in the fastest 
line through the canyon. Slower riders 
could not even remember the spot 
because, going slowly, one saw the drop

| Better bouncers 
for your Honda

A short time ago Cycle News did an article on a fork kit for Maicos which 
increased travel to eight inches. Now Bob Ottow has taken what he learned 
there and put it to work on 125 Hondas. We found out that Mike Bell was 
running a set on his racer and decided to go look at it. 

At first glance it looks as though someone had just added a little oil cooler 
onto the bottom of each of the fork legs. The difference is on the inside with 
the addition of extra dampening rod and extra slider. Using this simple 
formula Bob has increased the travel in the front end, from seven to eight 
inches, one full inch. This extra distance has been accomplished by adding 
more overall length and not by jamming spacers into an already cramped space. 

For rider insight into how well the kit actually works we consulted Mike 
Bell, current holder of the number one plate in the CMC 125 Pro class. After 
racing bikes both with a kit and without, he told us that there was definitely a 
difference in the way the bike handles. One of the biggest areas of 
improvement was handling in the rough sections where the ride seemed to 
smooth out quite a bit. Mike also felt that the steering was greatly improved 
and as for bottoming out he had not been able to find the bottom even off of 
big jumps like the one at Irwindale. 

If you are wondering how to get your paws one one of these neat little kits, 
Long Beach Honda and Wheelsmith Engineering will be handling the 
installation. The going price will be $49.95 installed. Let me stress installed. 
There is some machining that has to be done and_the caps have to be welded 
onto the fork legs. To insure-your happiness with the kit let them handle the 
installation. If you have the urge to do it yourself the kit can be purchased over 
the counter for $24.95.

IRWINDALE, CAL., MAR. 13 
The “U.S. vs. the World series” 
was tied with a win apiece, but the 


Americans had the edge in points, 
110-103. The European season be- 
gins in only a few days and the World 
tream hated to go home losers to an 
upstart American squad. 


Neither the Americans nor the 
visiting team got much practice on the 
220-yard Irwindale oval. Whoever 
adjusted first to the freshly-laid track 
would win, and that’s what happened. 

The first match pitted brothers Steve

The 
brothers had dominated the Costa Mesa 
round and kept it up here with a 
one-two sweep, Mike leading the way. 
Ivan, the only World rider given a 
chance to make two laps of practice 
before the night’s events, was more than 
a full straight behind the leader, in third 
place at the finish. 

The Americans won all of the next 
eight races. Jeff Sexton led No. 2, Rick 
Woods topped No. 3, Sexton repeated 
in No. 4, Woods again in No. 5, Mike 


John Louis dialed in to the rain 
and flew. 








Bast and brother Steve blitzed No. 6, 
Woods gained his third win in No. 7, 
Mike and Steve again swept No. 8 and 
Bill Cody teamed with Sexton for a 
one-two in No. 9. At that point, 
halfway through the program, the 
American lead had built to 37-17. 

By then the rain was beginning to 
pour. “Kind of like home,” remarked 
British racer John Louis, who had been 
only able to gather two points in the 
first half. But he is in his element now. 
And the Europeans had the secret to the 
wet traction. 

The World had to fight to regain lost 
prestige. Mauger broke the Bast spell in 
Race No. 10 taking the first World win 
with teammate John Davis in third. 
Mike Bast got America’s two points for 
second. Barry Briggs swiped Race No. 
11 but Cody and Sexton followed him 
across to tie that round. John Louis 
then racked up three points for the 
World in No. 12, but again the 
American team of Woods and Sonny 
Nutter managed to even that out with a 
second and third. Cody and Sexton then 
did the same thing to Ivan Mauger’s 
victory in No. 13. 

By this time the track was unrideable. 
World Champion Ole Olsen had crashed 
in the muck and track officials huddled 
to decide whether or not to stop the 
races as No. 14 lined up. This was to be 
the last race. Almost immediately 
Woods crashed and teammate Nutter 
was out of contention. Briggs and Chris 
Pusey registered the World’s first — and 
last — sweep, making the score 49-35, 
our favor. 

Only four races were left on the 








program and America had a 14-point 
léad. Figuring a one-two sweep by the 
Europeans in all four, they could still 
win by two points. A second place 
finish in any of the races by a Yank 
would produce a tie and a three-point 
race by an American team would end all 
hopes for the World team. The U.S. had 
| already insured a victory based on 
overall series points, any way. 

So there it ended. Of the nearly 4000 
| spectators who showed up, all but a few 

remained until the end. And they were 

very happy. too. The American team of 

Sonny Nutter, Rick Woods, Bill Cody, 

Mike and Steve Bast, and Jeff Sexton 

had done it they had defeated the 

best in the World. 

Top performers on the final night 
were Mike Bast and Rick Woods. Each 
had totalled up 11 points apiece for the 
Americans. Sexton had garnered 10. 
Mauger and Briggs could only total 10 
each for the World team. 

Next morning, at Los Angeles 
International Airport, Briggs and 
Mauger were already discussing with 
promoter Harry Oxley the next season’s 
rematch, hoping for more luck with 

"dates and raindates. They obviously 
wanted to win back the title. Briggs 
handed Oxley a speeding ticket he had 
just gotten trying to make it on time for 

his flight, saying “Take care of this, will 

Ya mate?” Briggs wants to come back, 

too, it seems.

‘CRC gives the riders 
a goose

LUCERNE VALLEY, CAL., MAR. 9 
CRC’s Big Goose Enduro was 
threatened all day Saturday with 
rain. Half the night the wind blew 
š hard I thought my camper 
would blow over. On Sunday morning 
the wind stopped and the sun came out 
to stay. The desert sand, usually soft 
and dusty, was hard and damp, super 
traction! 

The first loop started us out at 18 
miles an hour and increased up to 21 
miles an hour within four miles. The 
terrain on the first loop was relatively 
easy, keeping with the “Family 
Enduro” concept. The A and B riders 
shouldn’t have any trouble with this 
loop unless they get to having too much 
fun and forget to look at their speedo, 
as I did. 

About 28 miles out I was having a 
ball shooting berm shots in a serpentine 
canyon, when up jumps a well-hidden 
checkpoint. Result, one minute early 
and two points lost. The loop continued 
on smooth winding fire roads and big 
whoop-de-doo’d sandwash to the finish. 
The whole loop was 43 miles — a long 
first loop, but no one was complaining. 

CRC had five checks in the loop, 
which spread out. the one-loop people

fairly well. Brian Fiedeke on a Honda 
was the first mini and Linda Zierer was 
the first woman. 

The second loop started out at 24 
miles per hour. You really had to boogie 
to keep up. About halfway through the 
loop, there was what CRC called a “goat 
trail.” It was cut out of the side of the 
mountain and was less than one foot 
wide in most places. With a wall on the 
right and a sheer drop on the left, I 
inched my way down for over half a 
mile. Fortunately, the speed average was 
only six miles per hour. Even so, it's 
hard to go only six mph, as I found out 
when I came into the check early. 
Another two points lost! Tricky, CRC. 

Near the end of the loop, we ran 
through the best part of the course. It 
was about five miles of uphills, 
downhills, and a lot of tight little 
corners. About four miles in, they had 
the tie-breaker. I rode my tail off and 
still came in three minutes late. At the 
finish, I was still one minute late. 
Several “A” riders said they had to 
hustle to stay on time. 

CRC notified us that the tie-breaker 
clock on loop two was off more than 
the 20 seconds allowable, resulting in 
this check being thrown out. Several 
people complained about the tie-breaker 
on loop one. The clock was checked and 
found to be only 16 seconds early, so it 
will stand.

AFM North 1975 
road racing program 





The northern California chapter of 
the American Federation of 
Motorcyclists will soon be starting 
its 1975 road racing season. The 


„ first race. of the year will be April 13th 





at Sears Point Raceway in Sonoma 
County. 

The AFM is a non-profit club 
affiliated nationally with the American 
Motorcycle Association and 
internationally with the Federation 
Internacional Motorcycliste, and has 
been in the San Francisco area for over 
20 years. Last year was our most 
popular, with nearly 300 members. Part 
of the reason for this increase in 
membership is that the club is 
structured to provide for all levels of 
riders from the first-time racer to the 
full-time professional. This is 
accomplished by having races for both 
Production and Grand Prix motorcycles. 

The Production classes are limited to 
motorcycies that are nearly stock with 
only a few safety-related modifications 
allowed. These classes offer an excellent 
and inexpensive way to start in road 
racing. A new racer can try his hand 
without investing a fortune. There are 
Production classes for every size bike 
from 125cc to 1200cc. 

At the other end of the spectrum are 
the Grand Prix bikes. G.P. bikes are 
limited in only two areas: they must 
pass a safety inspection and be the 
correct displacement for their class. 
Beyond this any modification the owner 
can imagine or afford is legal. The result 








is some very exotic and fast racing 
hardware. The G.P. classes start at 50cc 
and are generally for the more 
experienced riders, although the smaller 
classes can be a good starting point for 
new racers. 

All AFM road races are open to the 
public and offer a very good show. A 
typical race day contains seven or eight 
races of different sizes and classes of 
motorcycles. All AFM events are open 
paddock, which allows the public a 
chance to view the motorcycles and to 
talk to the riders. The specator 
admission is $4 and is good for the 
whole day, which starts with practice at 
9:30 a.m. and ends up around five in 
the afternoon. 

There will be six races at Sears Point 
this year and one at Laguna Seca in 
Monterey. The Laguna date is not set 
yet but it will take place in late August 
or early September. Each of these AFM 
races will include races for all the 
Production and Grand Prix classes, and 
also a Sidecar class and a “Cafe racer” 
class. This last class is for bikes that 
have been modified enough to be illegal 
in Production classes but are still street 
registered.

MRA Medford

crashed. Mark stayed with his bike til’ it 
landed and lost about one minute 
regaining his composure. Youngkins, 
fearing that he would land under the 
bike, kicked away from it on the 
launch. He bent his shift lever into the 
case and spent several precious minutes 
trying to bend it back out so he could 
continue. He has no clear idea of how 
long it took him to get going again but 
from the score it seems about five 
minutes. 

Anybody who thought about it, 
would have picked the Richmond 
Ramblers to win the club team award, 
(which is the third major award). After 
all, who could beat a combination of 
Ken Harvey, a veteran ISDT rider, Dick 
Mann the best all around motorcycle 
rider ever, and Jeff Hammond, not quite 
in the league with the other two but still 
very experienced and very fast? But fate 
stepped in. Dick Mann with his 
many-time injured leg was unable to get 
his BSA started on time Saturday. And 
shortly after he did get started, he broke 
up his rear wheel. Goodby Richmond 
Ramblers. 

From then on it was pick your choice 
out of a hat. Would you like a Desert 
M.C. club? There were four to choose 


from. An underdog club? Try the 
“33rd Street Turkeys.” Even the littlest 
Turkey, Lark Wight got a silver medal 
and his momma’s so proud of him she’s 
gonna have it bronzed. Or you could 
choose an unholy trio from the kiddy’s 
favorite mo’sickle magazine, Dirt Bike. 
But all your guesses would be wrong. 
The winner was a Northern California 
bunch, Jim Sparkes, Fred Cameron, and 
Russ Powell. (Information on some of 
the lesser known riders is a bit scant this 
year because unlike previous years, 
there was no program and list of riders. 
Kawasaki was rumored to be culprit 
responsible for the omission.) Both 
Cameron and Sparkes are quick enduro 
riders, but neither are terribly 
consistent. Their win was a surprise to 
everyone, including themselves I 
suspect, because none of them was 
around to receive the trophy from a 


bleary-eyed Shamrock about 12:30 
Sunday evening. 
Getting back to the Trade team 


competition for a moment, there were 
quite a number of teams who made 
excellent showings. Can-Am, in 
third place could have won with just a bit 
more luck. Bill Uhl won the 175 class 
and Lars Larsson, the venerable Swede, 


. was third in the 350 class. Montesa 









mounted a very capable, consistent 
team of Dave Evans, Steve Bell and Roy 
Sheridan. None of them are fast enough 
to beat guys like Cranke and Adent, but 
they finished and if a few of the fast guys 
had broken they would have been there 
waiting. Rokon is playing the same sort 


of game with the steady Dave 
Mungenast and Ron Bishop. Their third 
team member, Jim Hollander, is very 
fast, but is a bit limited by the machine, 
which despite much improvement in the 
last three years is still a finisher rather 
than a winner. 

The disappointment of the Trial was 
the Moto-Bultaco team, mounted on the 
new Frontera models. All of tnem broke 
the first day. There were a variety of 
troubles but most of the new Buls lost 
the back end of their silencers. Two 
Fronteras did finish but neither were on 
the team. One had a broken frame and 
just limped in on a bronze. Dave 
Schoonmaker, an ex-Cycle News staffer, 
was on the other and he won a gold 
medal. Hodaka and Kawasaki also had 
disappointing efforts. 

A new set of rules from the FIM was 
in effect for this run and they came so 
late that the rule booklets had already 
been printed. The new rules are quite 
complicated but in essence they have 
done away with the “route mark” 
concept and all the scoring is based on 
one type of point. Special tests are 
scored as before, in total elapsed 
seconds, but late points also now are 
scored in blocks of 60 (per minute late)

_ and added to the Special Test score. 


Failure to start in the morning earns 50 
points and flunking the sound test eams 
20. The rider’s score is the total of all of 
these. To get a gold medal his total 
point score must be within 15% of the 
best score in his class. To get a silver he 
must be within the top 50% in his class. 
Two effects of the rule are that being 
late to a check doesn’t automatically 
cost a rider his gold medal. By riding 
very fast in the Special Tests he can still 
make it up. The other consequence is 
that one very fast rider in a class can 
made it extremely difficult for any but 
the very top riders to get gold medals. 

This year's trial was especially 
different from last year's in that 
everybody liked it. The course was 140 
miles long. The riders left the 
start/finish area at the Lakeshore Inn 
and rode to “C” Park, a distance of 
about 20 miles for them, but only 12 
miles by road. From there they went 
out on two loops each of which was 
about 40 miles long and each of which 
went in a more or less easterly direction. 
One loop, the one ridden first on 
Saturday stayed north of Rand 
Mountain. The other stayed South, On 
Sunday the order in which the loops 
were ridden and the direction was 
reversed. There were different speed 
averages for different sections, but it 
worked out to about 24 mph on 
Saturday and about 28 mph on Sunday. 
These averages would have wiped out an 
average enduro field, but were 
considered fairly slow by the high level 
field of ISDT aspirants. 

The weather played quite a part in 
making previous Shamrock runs 
unpleasant, but for this run it was 
cooperative. Saturday was one of the 
most beautiful days the desert has ever 
seen, bright blue skies and cool, but not 
cold, temperatures. On Sunday the wind 
blew and for some of the riders from 
out of the area it was an unnerving 
experience. It was quite possible to get 
blown off some of the high ridges. It 
looked early in the morning like it 
might rain, which would have made the 
eastern riders very happy, but it didn’t. 
It just got damned cold instead. 

Besides making a much pleasanter 
course to ride, the Shamrocks also 
lightened up quite a bit on the 
technicalities. There was no lighting 
requirement, and no street legal 
requirement. Fewer parts were marked 
and the engine was notsealed with wire 
and lead as in other events. The 
Shamrocks did make quite an effort to 
prevent cheating in the pit area. They 
had a whole bunch of marshalls who 
made a lot of reports of infractions. 
Most however, were deemed unprovable 
and were dropped on the advice of 
AMA honcho Al Eames. 

Last year the Shamrocks were hung 
in effigy at their event. A lesser club 
might have abandoned the qualifier in 
discouragement. The Shamrocks didn’t; 
they just decided to make it a lot better 
and they succeeded. This year one could 
scarcely hear a critical word and most of 
the riders thought it was a great ride. 
Even some of the Eastemers were 
talking about how they enjoyed the 
ride, which must count as some sort of 
an Irish miracle. e

While several of the top D-37 
riders were readying themselves 
for the Mint on Monday, the rest 
of us were out at Red Mountain 
for the Brush Buster’s Bust Out Hare 
Scrambles. Close to 400 riders showed 
up for a day of never ending wind and a 
hard to follow course. 

Ronnie Wright looked to have quite a 














tail. wind going to the bomb, with Andy 
Kirker on his old YZ following in his 
draft. After the bomb was a small 
dropaway downhill, with a lot of 
spectators waiting in suspense at the 
thought of the front runners hitting the 
downhill WFO. After Wright and Kirker 
made an ant hill out of what looked to 
some as a mountain, Dwayne Carter, 
Bill Becker, and Larry Roeseler came 
thundering down it in hot pursuit. 

In through the pits it was Tom 
Schmid on a 400 Mono, followed 
closely by Wright, Kirker, Allen May, 
Dwayne Carter, Becker, and Bill 
Saltzman. Most of these front runners 
complained of getting lost at one time 
or another. 

Ronnie Wright knew his way around 
the second time and flew into the finish 
first overall, with Kirker second after 
several unexpected stops on the second 
loop. Allen May picked up one of his 
best rides so far this year with a third 
overall, second Open. Following May's 
dust was Schmid who lost three 
positions on the second loop, but still 
rode in for fourth overall, third Open. 

Fastest four stroke rider in the desert, 
Dwayne Carter, held his position for 
fifth overall, fourth Open. Saltzman got 
past Becker and almost caught Carter 
sleeping for sixth overall. After getting 
lost numerous times Bill Becker finally 
found the finish for seventh overall. 

Bruce Ogilvie traded in his number 
two plate in the Trail class for number 
3333x in the 250 class. He may have 
switched ccs but not brands, still on a 
Harley and ending up eighth overall 
second 250 Expert. Max Eddy also 
changed bikes, and the change must 
have done him some good, as this 
weekend he was first 175 Expert. Tom 
Rutten did have the class lead for 
awhile, but his chain parted company 
with his Hodaka, forcing him to stop 
and fix it. Gary Conner was the third 
175 Expert after having to pit himself. 


Not since Dean Modessett was an 
Amateur, has a 175 won that class 
overall. Danny Williams got his last 
transfer in style, first 175 Amateur and 
first Amateur overall. Rusty Sanderson 
was the next Amateur and first 250, 
with Bud Adams right on his rear fender 
for first Open Amateur. 

Other do-goodies in the Amateur 
class included, Richard Young and Steve 
Lindsey second and third 175s, Danny 
Leuahan and Gary Laudig second and 
third 250 class and Russell Collins and 
Charlie Conway the same in the Open 
class. 

Meanwhile up in the 100 class were 
the following speedsters, Marc 
Cartwright picking up another class win 
as an Expert, with Steve Wagner and 
Doug Martin second and third and Gary 
Willens, Eddie Faulkner (alias Fast 
Eddie), and Greg Hatzenbueler rounding 
out the top three Trail Amateurs. 

George Walker ran away, as usual, 
from the other old timers with Gary 
Griffen second. Jerry Herrin seems to 
have a lot more time to concentrate on 
his own racing career after his son hung 
it up. His finish of first old timer 
Amateur being one of his many wins in 
this class during the last few months. 

After the top two Novices failed to 
show up at the end of the second loop, 
Terry Greaves moved into the first 
overall Novice spot. Not far behind 
Greaves was the hot 125 Elsinore of 
Jack Ulrich for second overall Novice. 
Arnold Kaltc was the first Open Novice 
just ahead of Larry Luce second 250 
Novice, and second Open Novice, first 
old timer Joe Rose. 

Coming through the pits in the Trail 
Novice class, last week’s winner, Joe 
Lockhart had a slight lead over Ken 
Drake and Mike Hosch. All three were 
in the top 20 overall, but by the finish 
Lockhart had worked his way up to 
ninth overall and had himself a very 
comfortable lead over Drake and Hosch. 

The High Desert Rangers, a volunteer 
organization from Lancaster, did a very 
good job of radio communications and 
rescue work for the Brush Busters, 
considering this was their first District 
race at Red Mountain. .

does a TZ 750 get?

Buying a bike’s not easy if 
Yamaha TZ 750As and KTM Mo- 
peds don’t bring to mind pros and 
cons like Volkswagens versus 
Cadillacs. Really, motorcycles 
scare me, but ridiculous gas prices 
and babymg my 10 miles per gal- 
lon Cutlass are getting old fast. 

Walking around a motorcycle kicking 
its tires didn’t seem the best approach. I 
decided to learn a foreign language — 
cycle talk. There are a lot of cycle 
publications. Some of them are: AMA 
News, Cycle, Cycle Guide, Cycle News 
(Central, East, and West), Cycle Rider, 
Cycle Sport, Cycle World, Dirt Cycle, 
Dirt Rider, and Minicycle. 

Dirt Rider jumped right to my 
attention, as I pictured myself thrown 
in some ditch. So, I began thumbing 
through it. The table of contents read 
like my old Latin I book would if I 
picked it up today. What is a Moto XR, 
anyway? Turns out, it’s the letters 
department. Undaunted, | tried “Test: 
Suzuki TS 125.” I did fine until 
“enduro” and “motocross’’ brought me 
screeching to a halt. Webster’s didn’t 
help. 

Dirt Cycle’s table of contents had a 
whole section on *'Dirt Tests,” so I tried 
the one on Bultaco's 250 Alpina, billed 
as “the ultimate trailbike.” “Enduro” 
was in the first sentence. Challenged 
now, I read on. “If you’re a Walter 
Mitty type motocrosser, the Alpina is 
probably mot your cup of tea” 
convinced me. Flipping through the rest 
of the magazine, I counted eight 
pictures of riders falling from their 
bikes. Encouraging. 


Picking up Cycle World, I was 
immediately drawn to the article, “Just 
Fueling Around,” which concerned 
motorcycles versus automobiles. Right 
up my alley. The Kawasaki Z-1 900, to 
my inexperienced eye, appeared to have 
the best results (48.19 mpg at 65 mph 
and 56.84 mpg at 50 mph). 


Conclusion Number One, cycle 
magazines generally have four areas of 
emphasis: features, road tests/technical, 
competition, and departments. To this 
motorcycle novice only the features 
made any sense, and then not always. 


I chose Minicycle next, thinking a 
minibike might be closer to my ability. 
There were two road tests and 10 
features, including a short story, listed 
in the table of contents. Minicycle 
caught me by surprise with the short 
story and an article by a psychiatrist on 
his views of minicycles. However, I still 
had no ideas about which motorcycle 
best met my requirement of economy. 


Instead of looking through another 
cycle magazine, I tried the Yellow Pages 
ot the phone book. There were nineteen 
motorcycle dealerships listed. Next, I 
called the Better Business Bureau. Not 
all of the dealerships were listed. The 
BBB classified the dealerships in this 
way: Five weren’t listed (26.31%); two 
were listed (10.53%) since January 
1974, and February 1974 (the BBB 
only gives reports after four months); 
and 12 (63.16%) had “had any 
complaints adjusted to the customer's 
satisfaction.” I immediately eliminated 
those which weren’t listed, which also 
eliminated some motorcycle brands. 


The next step was to call a few 
dealerships with good BBB ratings. I 
told the first dealer who answered his 
phone that I knew nothing about 
motorcycles, except that I didn’t think 
the Alpina was for a Walter Mitty type 
like myself. I insisted on economy both 
in the price of the bike and in miles per 
gallon. He recommended the Suzuki 50 
Gaucho (50 mpg) for $456. Suzukis 
were all he carried.

The next dealer suggested the KTM 
Moped (150 mpg) for $350. I'd have to 
pedal it to get it started. Well, I 
probably wouldn't kill myself with it. 
Another dealer recommended an Indian 
90cc (50-60 mpg) for $649, definitely 
out of my price range. The 
Harley-Davidson dealer suggested a 
Harley-Davidson 90cc (60-75 mpg) for 
$445 and the last dealer suggested a 
Yamaha 100cc (54 mpg) for $603. 

I did learn a few things. “Dual 
purpose” means the bike can be 
operated on both streets and trails. 
Engine size is measured in cubic 
centimeters or ccs. Smaller displacement 
engines are what I needed. Generally, 
bikes are of three types: trail, street, 
and racing. Bike sizes range from 50cc 
to 750 plus cc. Walter Mittys need 90s 
or 100s. Also, some bikes have very low 
top speeds; the KTM Moped’s is 35 mph 
with a cruising speed of 30 mph. 

Now, I felt more confident in turning 
back to the cycle publications, which 
unfortunately assume the reader already 
is a motorcycle expert. 

AMA News’ table of contents 
included two special features, six 
competition articles, departments, and 
two features on legislation. Since the 
legislative twist was a new one, I tried 
that. The article was really a report of a 
seminar, like minutes of a meeting. I 
kept looking. 

Cycle Sport’s editorial indicated that 
competitive riders can be motocrossers, 


scramblers, hillclimbers, dirttrackers, 
and trialsters. To this novice those 
classifications seemed silly, but I 


suppose similar classifications in track 
(high jump, long jump, etc.) seem silly 
to outsiders. Again, there was great 
emphasis on racing which is 
understandable, but hard for someone 
who's never been on a motorcycle to get 
into. 

Another conclusion, there is general 
emphasis on personality. The regular 
competitors are given treatment which 
is similar to the photo-romance-daytime 


TV-magazines’ emphasis on serial 
regulars. For example, Cycle Rider's 
lead feature was entitled ‘Dave 
Mungenast’s ISDT Triumph.” The 


personality, of course, was the machine, 
a Triumph TR5 Trophy Trail; Dave 





wasn’t mentioned until the third to last 


paragraph. 
I was impressed with Cycle Rider’s 
comparison tests which included 


everything from bore and stroke to fuel 
tank capacity. Although the bikes which 
were tested were beyond my price 
range, the tabular rundowns would be 
very helpful to someone for whom price 
was no object. 

Cycle magazine followed the general 
pattern of road tests/technical, 
competition, features, and departments. 
Two of the bikes which were tested 
were shown on the cover, a tendency 
which other cycle publications share. 

Cycle Guide’s issue included a special 
supplement, “The New Commuter.” I 
felt right at home. “Commuting on a 
street motorcycle stretches a gallon of 
gasoline as far as it can be stretched, 
cuts down your travel time if the traffic 
is heavy, relaxes your mind and 
exercises your body a little — and it’s 
fun.” Finally, an article that I could 
understand and that attacked questions 
I wanted answers for! Bike size, gas 
mileage, bike weight, maintenance, 
spare kits, luggage racks, clothing, and 
weather protection were discussed. A 
very enlightening article. 

Cycle Guide also provided 
comparison tests between a Honda CB 
360 and a Honda Civic (car). The CB 
360 got 45 mpg, while the Civic got 30; 
and the retail prices were $970 and 
$2370. Conclusion, road tests with 
tabular results are probably the most 
helpful to the motorcycle novice who's 
thinking of buying a bike, assuming he 
knows a little about bikes. 

Cycle publications ain't for someone 
trying to learn about bikes. The best bet 
would be to find a patient bike 
enthusiast and shoot the breeze over a 
beer, or two. 

The publications, generally, make the 
novice feel like an outsider. Editorials 
about rising gas prices or other ‘“‘energy 
crisis” articles might make the novice 
feel at home, or the features might. If 
he was buying a bike, he might struggle 
through the road tests. Competition 
articles would probably be shrugged off, 
like a football fan might shrug off 
bowling or vice versa. 

However, if you know something 





about bikes, even elementary things, the 
cycle publications are interesting, 
enlightening, and funny. Cycle News, 
particularly, makes an effort to be 
humorous. 

The time had come for me to go to 
the dealerships and look over the bikes I 
had been reading about. I walked into 
the first dealership, trying not to be 
conspicuous, and looked for the bike 
numbers, the 90s, or 100s. I had an 
impulse to kick some tires, but fought it 
successfully. ~ 

Before I knew exactly what was 
happening, I was throwing my leg over a 
bike (I mounted from the left, like you 
would a horse) and I was sitting astride 
a Suzuki 50 Gaucho. It was like the first 
time I got on a Shetland pony when I 
was six or so — I felt silly. The salesman 
kept on selling, and I wondered how I 
could get off without kicking him. 

The next bike I looked at was a 
Kawasaki 90cc. It only came in a yucky 
lime color, but looked more impressive 
than the Suzuki 50. They’d throw in a 
luggage rack if I bought the bike. 

Next, I looked at a Honda 70cc. It 
was ugly. It had funny shields where 
your legs went and looked like a 
thirteen-year-old's dream. 

Another bike I considered was a used 
Honda 100cc — street or trail — for “a 
bargain.” The man assured me that if I 
didn’t take it, it’d be gone the same day. 
In fact, every dealer I talked with said 
the time to buy a bike was now; all they 


had was in the lobby, and at one 
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dealership that amounted to three bikes. > 


The last bike I looked at. was the 
KTM Moped, a glorified 10-speed 
bicycle. No helmet, no kick start. It 
looks like a girl’s bicycle and starts by 
pedaling. (Why not?) The Moped stops 
if you push a button, that looks like a 
door bell, called the “kill” button. Its 
top speed is right around 30 mph, and it 
gets from 120-160 mpg. The total price, 
including tax and license, was under 
$400. 

Sold. Now all I had to do was keep 
buying cycle publications and wait for a 
road test of my bike. 

I felt comfortable knowing that the 
difference between a Yamaha TZ 750 
and a KTM Moped is the difference 
between Kenny Roberts and myself. e
